G. Bennett’s 
Lysimachus was good, and Bartley hit off the roughness of 
Clytus with skill. Miss Phillips and Miss Taylor were the rival | 
Queens; the latter looked remarkably well, and ‘acted charm- | 
ingly, but we are surprised her good sense did not poimt out to | 
her the incongruity of a Persian Princess wearing the emblem 
of Christianity. Now we are on the subject of dress, we would 
ask Mrs. Vining what can induce her to dress Systgambie, * the 
aged Queen,” like a young girl !—Vanity ! to which ‘she invari- 
ably sacrifices propriety. MyNeighbour’s Wife and The Pilot 
followed the Tragedy.—There was a very fair house.

for this purpose ; it is still however substantially Shakspeare’s, 
Another revival talked of is Beaumont ‘and Fletcher’s Tragedy of 
The Maids, which Sheridan Knowles, at the suggestion of Mac- 
cready, altered and adapted for DruryLane about three years ago.
